The  course  of  instruction  embraces  the  following  heads  of  study: — 

JHoral,  JBtntal,  anil  ^political  —  The  philosophy  of  the  mental 

economy  and  of  government,  and  the.  great  subject  of  morals,  not  merely 
speculatively,  but  as  they  affect  the  heart  and  influence  the  life,  will  be  taught 
with  care  and  fidelity. 

Subjects.  —  Moral  Philosophy;  Mental  Philosophy;  Political  Economy; 
Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Biilttal  HLiRraturt. — The  position  of  the  Christian  mother  in  society,  and 
her  peculiar  fitness  to  fashion  the  plastic  mind  and  heart  of  the  young,  demand 
that  she  should  be  thoroughly  instructed  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  truths  of 
religion;  and  hence  the  word  of  God,  with  the  evidences  of  Christianity,  forms 
a  part  of  the  course  of  instruction. 

Subjects. — Scriptural  History,  Chronology,  and  Geography ;  Evidences  of 
Christianity ;  Christian  Ethics. 

glimtnt  3Lartc;uaj3fS.  —  The  course  of  study  in  the  Ancient  Languages  is 
sufficiently  extensive  to  train  the  mind  to  careful  and  patient  thought,  as  well 
as  to  insure  a  better  acquaintance  with  the  English  Language.  Besides  trans¬ 
lation  and  analysis,  the  doctrines  of  quantity  and  the  metres  will  claim  atten- 
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tion,  while  the  Classic  authors  will  be  illustrated  by  the  light  of  ancient  history, 
chronology,  and  geography. 

Subjects. — Greek  Language;  History  of  Greek  Literature;  Grecian  Antiqui¬ 
ties  ;  Latin  Language  ;  History  of  Latin  Literature  ;  Roman  Antiquities. 

jHaifjimatus  anh  Natural  Science. — In  the  Mathematics,  great  pains  will  bo 
taken  to  insure  an  acquaintance  with  the  subjects  pursued,  and  especially  to 
teach  principles  rather  than  burden  the  memory  with  a  multiplicity  of  rules. 
Natural  Philosophy  and  Chemistry  are  taught  with  illustrations  and  experi¬ 
ments.  A  cabinet  of  minerals  has  been  fitted  up,  to  afford  facilities  for  the 
study  of  Mineralogy ;  and  Physiology  is  studied  with  such  assistance  as  may 
be  derived  from  anatomical  outline  plates  and  a  skeleton. 

Subjects. — Arithmetic;  Geometry;  Algebra;  Mensuration;  Natural  Philoso¬ 
phy;  Chemistry;  Mineralogy;  Geology;  Botany;  Physiology;  Astronomy; 
Ancient  Geography;  Natural  History. 

— As  this  forms  the  basis  of  all  the  subsequent 
branches  of  study,  especial  pains  will  be  taken  to  render  instruction  in  it  effi¬ 
cient,  and  thus  facilitate  the  pupil’s  progressive  acquirements.  Composition 
will  engage  a  portion  of  the  pupil’s  time  commensurate  with  its  importance; 
so  that  young  ladies  will  be  enabled  to  conduct  a  correspondence  with  credit, 
and  express  their  ideas  upon  any  subject  of  interest  with  ease  and  elegance. 
Arithmetic  will  be  taught  with  especial  regard  to  practical  utility,  and  the 
pupil  will  be  rendered  familiar  with  such  calculations  as  occur  in  marketing, 
in  shopping,  and  at  the  grocery.  As  the  circumstances  of  a  family  depend 
not  only  upon  what  is  made  in  business,  but  what  is  saved  at  home,  book¬ 
keeping  will  be  taught  to  the  young  ladies,  as  a  great  auxiliary  to  domestic 
economy.

But  the 
moral  effects  are  of  higher  value,  in  softening  and  refining  the  feelings  of  the 
pupil,  and  fitting  her  to  participate  in  an  important  part  of  public  and  domestic 
worship.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


LOCATION  AND  BUILDINGS. 

The  Baltimoee  Female  College  will  be  removed  in  September  from  St.  Paul 
Street  to  Park  Place  at  the  intersection  of  Park  and  North  Avenues,  where  ex¬ 
tensive  buildings  are  being  erected  for  its  accommodation.  It  is  beautifully  situated 
in  a  grove  on  a  lofty  eminence  that  commands  a  view  of  the  countrv  around,  the  city' 
and  the  river  and  bay  for  many  miles.  There  are  shady  walks  for  exercise,  and  various 
arrangements  will  be  made  for  recreation  and  amusement,  which  with  the  pure  refreshing 
breezes  from  the  adjacent  country,  will  render  it  both  healthy  and  attractive  to  the  pupils. 
The  buildings  will  embrace  all  the  modern  improvements  for  heating  and  ventilation,  and 
have  study,  recitation,  and  music  rooms  separate,  with  every  convenience  for  boarding 
and  day  pupils. 

LIBRARY,  CABINETS,  ETC. 

There  is  n  Large  and  well-selected  Library  of  about  3,000  volumes,  to  which 
the  older  pupils  have  access,  comprising  works  on  Antiquities,  Ancient  and 
Modern  History,  Biography,  Science,  Voyages  and  Travels,  Criticism,  Poetry, 
the  Fine  Arts,  and  General  Literature.  There  is  also  a  valuable  collection  of 
Minerals,  a  large  case  of  American  Medals,  and  a  cabinet  of  Ancient  and 
Modern  Coins.  Of  Ancient  Coins  there  are  more  than  750,  embracing  nearly 
all  those  of  the  Roman  Emperors,  with  rare  Greek  Coins.  Any  additions  to  the 
cabinets,  from  the  friends  of  education,  will  be  thankfully  received. 

CHEMICAL  HALL,  PAINTING  GALLERY,  ETC. 

A  Chemical  hall  and  Lecture  room  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  most  convenient 
manner,  and  furnished  with  a  valuable  set  of  Chemical  and  Philosophical  Ap¬ 
paratus,  for  illustration  and  experiments  in  the  department  of  Physics. 

The  Painting  Gallery  contains  130  fine  copies  for  those  taking  lessons  in 
Painting  and  Drawing.  They  consist  of  paintings  in  oil  and  water-cold's, 
crayon  drawings,  aiid  fine  engravings.  There  is  also  a  very  valuable  collection 
of  copies  of  Ancient  Gems,  with  books  of  illustration,  which  were  procured  at 
an  expense  of  about  $1,000.  These  cannot  fail  to  inform  and  refine  the  taste 
of  those  who  have  any  appreciation  of  the  Fine  Arts. 

LECTURES,  CONCERTS,  ETC. 

Besides  lectures  by  the  regular  Professors,  and  those  delivered  in  the  College 
by  gentlemen  of  science  not  connected  with  the  Institution,  pupils  with  their 
teachers  will  be  permitted  to  attend  such  lectures  and  concerts  in  the  city  as 
may  be  instructive  and  profitable. 

Friday  evening  of  each  week  will  be  devoted  to  social  and  literary  recreation. 
The  teachers  and  pupils  will  assemble  in  the  parlor  for  conversation,  for  the 
execution  of  pieces  of  music,  and  the  reading  of  original  compositions.  Such 
a  social  circle  will  be  a  valuable  school  of  manners,  and  afford  the  pupils  the 
advantages  and  attractions  of  a  cheerful  and  happy  home. 
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LITERARY  SOCIETY. 

The  young  ladies  of  the  College  have  formed  an  association,  called  the  Par- 
thenian  Society,  for  literary  improvement  and  the  cultivation  of  the  graces  of 
personal  deportment.  The  exercises  of  the  Society  consist  of  the  reading  of 
original  and  selected  compositions,  and  criticisms  upon  the  same.  The  Society 
has  a  Library  and  Reading-room,  supplied  with  various  periodicals,  calculated 
to  interest  and  instruct.  Any  contributions  to  the  library  will  be  gratefully 
acknowledged.  The  ordinary  meetings  of  the  Society  are  on  Friday.  The 
annual  meeting  takes  place  on  the  evening  succeeding  the'Commencement. 

PERIODICAL. 

Composition,  which  holds  an  important  place  among  the  varied  branches  of 
study  in  a  liberal  education,  will  receive  especial  attention.  To  stimulate  the 
pupils  to  greater  effort,  a  neat  periodical,  called  “The  Parthenian,”  is  issued 
by  the  young  ladies  of  the  Parthenian  Society.  It  is  published  quarterly,  and 
already  has  exerted  a  most  beneficial  influence,  by  promoting  the  love  of  study, 
of  reading,  and  of  composition.  Its  literary  excellence  and  its  tasteful  ap¬ 
pearance  commend  it  to  a  generous  support.  • 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  of  the  Institution  is  parental  and  humane.  The  pupils  will  be 
encouraged  to  perform  their  duties,  and  observe  the  regulations  of  the  school, 
by  mild  and  persuasive  means,  and  by  all  those  lofty  motives  which  should 
influence  their  conduct, — gratitude  to  parents  and  teachers,  the  means  of  use¬ 
fulness  which  knowledge  affords,  and  the  obligations  which  they  owe  to  their 
Creator  for  the  culture  of  the  faculties  with  which  he  has  endowed  them.  A 
regular  record  will  be  kept  of  their  conduct  and  proficiency  in  study,  which,  it 
is  hoped,  will  incite  them  to  honorable  deportment  and  persevering  industry. 
The  substance  of  the  above  will  be  comprised  in  a  quarterly  report  and  for¬ 
warded  to  parents  and  guardians 

EDUCATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

For  the  advantage  of  young  ladies  who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for 
teaching,  as  well  as  for  those  who  have  been  engaged  in  teaching,  and  wish  to 
fit  themselves  for  higher  positions,  a  Normal  or  Teachers’  Class  will  be  formed 
in  the  Institution,  in  which  they  will  be  carefully  instructed  in  all  that  apper¬ 
tains  to  that  useful  profession.  They  will  be  permitted  also  to  attend  instruc¬ 
tion  in  any  of  the  classes  in  the  College,  and  may  take  part  in  the  recitations, 
or  be  silent  auditors.  To  enable  them  to  apply  what  they  thus  learn,  they  will 
be  permitted  occasionally  to  teach  the  lower  classes.  At  the  close  of  the  annual 
session,  members  of  the  Normal  Class  will  receive  diplomas,  setting  forth  their 
acquirements  and  their  qualifications  for  the  duties  of  a  Teacher. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 


By  the  terms  of  the  late  endowment  by  the  State  of  Maryland,  free  scholar¬ 
ships  are  established  in  the  College,  upon  which  one  pupil  from  each  county 
in  the  State  is  educated  without  charge  for  tuition  or  books.  A  young  lady 
of  moderate  means  may  thus  fit.  herself  for  the  profession  of  a  teacher.  Of 
two  hundred  and  ten  College  graduates,  eighty-two  have  become  teachers,  and 
are  in  lucrative  positions  in  female  colleges,  high-schools,  and  academies. 
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RESIDENT  GRADUATES,  AND  PARLOR  BOARDERS. 

Graduates  of  the  College  who  may  wisli  to  pursue  additional  studies  or  a 
course  of  reading  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  and  to  attend  to  com¬ 
position,  will  have  free  access  to  the  College  library,  and  will  receive  such  in¬ 
struction  as  may  be  necessary  for  them.  They  may  also  attend  the  exercises 
and  lecture?  of  the  Normal  Class.  This  will  fit  them  for  the  profession  of  a 
teacher,  should  it  ever  be  necessary. 

Ladies,  also,  not  graduates  of  the  College,  who  may  have  finished  their 
studies,  but  wish  to  enjoy  the  literary  advantages  which  the  College  and  the 
city  affords,  by  its  libraries,  lectures,  concerts,  &c.,  will  be  received  as  parlor 
boarders,  and  be  admitted  to  such  literary  privileges  as  they  may  desire. 

BOARDING. 


The  arrangements  in  the  boarding  department  are  of  the  most  comfortable 
character.  The  dormitories  are  large  and  airy,  carpeted,  and  furnished  in  the 
most  elegant  manner  with  mahogany  wardrobes,  dressing  bureaus,  &c. 

Boarding  pupils  reside  in  the  family  of  the  President,  and  are  under  his 

I  parental  guardianship.  In  their  evening  studies  they  enjoy  the  benefit  of  his 
assistance  and  that  of  the  Instructors  who  reside  in  the  College. 

(  All  the  domestic  arrangements  are  under  the  direction  of  a  Matron,  whose 
efforts  are  exerted  to  make  the  College  an  agreeable  home  to  the  resident  pupils. 
It  is  indispensable  that  all  clothing  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the  owner. 
Boarders  find  their  own  towels  napkins,  knife,  fork,  spoon,  &e.  They  will 
also  find  one  pair  of  blankets,  sheets,  and  pillow  cases,  each 

Funds  for  any  current  expenses,  or  for  clothing,  etc.,  must  be  deposited  with 
the  President,  or  with  one  of  the  Teachers.  It  is  to  be  desired,  too,  that  in  all 
cases  money  be  given  sparingly,  as  economy  is  an  important  part  of  a  lady’s 
education.  Young  ladies  will  not  be  allowed  to  open  accounts  in  the  city  without 
positive  instructions  from  parents  or  guardians. 

TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 


The  collegiate  year  consists  of  forty-four  weeks,  from  the  2nd  Monday  in 
September  to  third  Thursday  in  the  month  of  June,  and  is  divided  into  four 
quarterly  terms  of  eleven  weeks  each,  as  follows: 

Fall  Teem — Begins  2nd  Monday  in  September,  ends  November  15th. 
Winter  Term — Begins  November  15th,  ends  January  31st. 

Spring  Term — Begins  February  1st,  ends  April  15th. 

Summer  Term — Begins  Aprii  15th,  ends  the  Third  Thursday  in  June. 

There  is  a  vacation  of  one  week  at  Christmas,  and  of  seven  weeks  at  the 
i  close  of  the  summer  term.  Besides  this  there  will  be  no  other  recess  during 
the  year,  except  the  usual  holidays  at  Easter. 

ADMISSION. 


As  the  classes  are  all  arranged  at  the  opening  of  the  term,  it  is  desirable 
laat  pupils  should  enter  at  that  time,  if  convenient. 

Pupils  entering  after  a  term  has  commenced  will  he  charged  cnly  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  term.  There  will  he  no  abatement  in  the  case  of 
former  pupils  who  neglect  to  attend  at  the  opening  of  the  collegiate  year. 

Boarding  pupils  will  not  be  received  for  less  than  the  annual  session;  nor  day 
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pupils  for  less  than  a  semi-annual  term;  and  whenever  a  student  enters  upon 
a  new  session  or  term,  it  is  understood  that  she  enters  for  the  whole  session  or 
term,  and  her  bill  will  be  made  out  accordingly. 

Punctual  attendance  being  necessary  to  the  order  of  the  school  and  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  the  pupils,  it  is  expected  that  all  pupils  will  attend  with  regu¬ 
larity;  and  in  no  case  will  any  reduction  be  made  for  lost  time. 


EXAMINATION  AND  COMMENCEMENT 


There  will  be  an  examination  of  all  the  classes  in  thethirdweek  of  June,  and 
a  Commencement  for  graduation  and  the  conferring  of  honors  and  premiums 
on  the  Third  Thursday  in  June. 

Students  who  iiave  spent  two  years  in  the  Institution,  and  have  completed 
the  full  collegiate  course  of  study,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  o'f  Artium 
Baccalaurea,  and,  two  years  tiiereafter,  to  the  Degree  of  Artiusi  Maqistra, 
if  they  have  continued  to  prosecute  their  studies.  Students  who  in  their  course 
may  substitute  a  modern  language  for  one  of  the  ancient  languages  will  be 
admitted  to  the  Degree  of  Artium  Baccalaurea  only.  The  Degree  of  Mistress 
op  English  Literature  will  be  conferred  on  those  who  have  finished  the 
English  course  and  studied  one  modern  language.  Graduates  receive  a  silver 
medal  in  addition  to  the  College  Diploma. 

In  accordance  with  the  usage  of  similar  institutions,  no  diploma  or  certificate 
will  be  issued  to  any  student  who  is  in  arrears  to  the  College; 


HONORS 


At  each  Commencement  there  are  six.  honors  awarded  to  the  Graduating 
Class,  restricted,  however,  to  such  members  as  have  taken  the  full  course,  both 
Classical  and  Mathematical.  The  first  and  highest  honors  are  for  eminence  in 
the  Greek  and  Latin  languages ;  the  Second  for  eminence  in  the  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Sciences  ;  the  third  for  eminence  in  Belles-Lettres  ;  the  fourth  for 
eminence  in  the  Modern  Languages ;  the  fifth  for  eminence  in  Moral.  Mental, 
and  Political  Philosophy  ;  and  the  sixth  for  exemplary  deportment  and  devo¬ 
tion  to  study.

DOMESTIC  DEPARTMENT. 

As  the  ability  of  the  female  head  of  a  family  to  superintend  the  domestic 
arrangements  is  important  to  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  a  household,  and 
especially  now,  when  the  service  of  domestics  is  precarious,  Domestic  Economy 
will,  form  a  part  of  the  regular  course  of  study.  Besides  a  theoretical  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  the  matters  that  appertain  to  this  department,  the  resident  pupils  of 
the  College,  in  their  Senior  year,  will  receive  direct  practical  instruction  in  the 
different  culinary  arts,  and  in  mantua-making,  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  cut 
out  and  make  their  own  dresses.

Boarding  pupils  pay  their  bills 
semi-annually  in  advance ;  day  pupils  quarterly.  Pupils,  when  sick  and  occu¬ 
pying  the  infirmary,  will  be  charged  $ 2  per  week,  extra,  for  attendance. 
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
